In 
January, 1968 all the AMA clubs will have an opportunity to elect delegates 
for their district to the new Competition Congress of the AMA. The C.C., a 
body I am proud to share my initials with, will decide rule changes for the 


1969 season. 


Self-government is not a responsibility to be taken lightly. There will be 
those among us who will yearn for olden (present) days, when directives 
came from the dictators and there was nothing we could do about it. With the 
new Competition Congress, there will be something we can do. In fact, we'll 
have to decide everything for ourselves. "Big Brother" is dead. 

Whoever the delegates to this great new Congress are, I would like to 


offer them these words: 


Note to a Competition Congress Delegate 

Now you are entrusted with the responsibility of making sure 
every rider gets a fair shake, whatever branch of the sport he partici- 
pates in. You'll be expected to grant the wishes of the majority and 
at the same time protect the rights of the minority. You'll be abused, 
confused and amused. You'll be bitched at, bothered and bewildered. 
Sometimes you'll wonder if it is all worth it. 

But remember that before you were elected, there were 40 years 
of one-way govemment in the U.S. motorcycle sport. The riders had 
no say in making the rules by which the game had to be played. With- 
out feedback, a system stands still. As the rulers Iost touch with the 
riders, they started to lose control, and the national unity of the sport 
was threatened. It is clear that there can't be good rules without 


representation. 


The appointed rulers of the rulebook wisely recognized that 
democracy is the fairest way to unite the diverse elements of our 
sport. So now their problems are your problems, ready or not. If you 
give up or fail to give it your best, we may end up with another set 
of dictators. So when you ask yourself, *Is it worth it?", you'll know 
how George Washington, Abraham Lincoln and Franklin Roosevelt 
must have felt when they asked themselves the same question. I hope 
that your answer will be the same as theirs.

A GOOD SPORT... 


There is a man by the name of John 
Hendrix who has been riding desert and 
some sportsman TT’s. His: number is 
357. He is a fine rider and competitor. 
John is 36 years old and a father of two 
children and -the manager of Honda of 
Glendale. 

Just yesterday (December 3) at an 
event at Ponderosa, John was running 
well up front with the bike running great 
when he came upon several fallen riders 
who needed some medical attention. He 
did as much as he could tohelp them and 
then remounted and went back into the

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limed. John must have known that if he 
fell and was hurt he would be in big 
trouble, but he took the shortest route. 

When we first saw him, the leaders 
were coming in on the first loop to the 
right of him, I don't think any of them 
could have made it across the desert 
as John did. 

He got to the pits, told officials, and 
then got into the ambulance and took 
them to the injured riders by way of 
some dirt roads which saved precious 
time. Had there been a critically injured 
rider this could have saved his life, but 
the worst of the injuries was a broken 
leg. The rider was worried about his 
bike and John told him not to worry, that 
he would ride it to the pits if it was 
rideable or push it if necessary. 

Also John was the post entry at Hope- 
town who paid $100 to ride the Open 
Novice class, this is the main reason for 
this letter, John started in 54th position, 
by the end of the first lap he was running 
15th place. By the third lap he was in 
8th place. He was going through the mud- 
hole like the Europeans, feet on the 
pegs, not even a bobble once, 

What nobody knows is why John did not 
come around on the fourth lap. He 
Stopped to help a rider again who was 
Stunned and in a dangerous position, 
After aiding this man John got back on 
his bike and the throttle was hanging 
open, probably because during the time 
when he was helping the other rider 
some mud from the mud crossing had 
dried out. John tried to ride with the 
kill button but kept falling. 

When he got back to the pits all he 
said to his pit crew and friends was that 
the throttle was sticking wide open and 
that he just got tired. When asked later 
about no mention in your paper he said 
not to worry about it, there were a lot of 
top guys there. Who knows a man like 
this?

AND A BAD ONE 


I hope you will print this. I want to 
issue a challenge to the would-be shoe 
who hit a kid at the Ponderosa Ranch, 
December 3. I understand he took the 
time to yell at him, but he didn't have 
time to see if he had hurt the kid. 

As a rider in the desert I understand 
the chances of getting hurt when riding. 
But when you see someone get hit, or hit 
them, you should see if they are hurt 
and the average desert rider will do so.

"Motorcycle Sport Book,” 
"The Motorcycle Book," 
"Light Motorcycle Riding," 
*Hells Angels"

Few presents turn on a cycling en- 
thusiast at Christmas like a gift with a 
two-wheeled angle. 

Gloves, goggles, helmets or acces- 
sories of almost any sort are super 
welcome under the cyclist's tree, 

Perhaps the bike rider on your gift 
list would enjoy one of the many books 
on his favorite sport which can now be 
found at many cycle shops and book 
stores. 

“Motorcycle Sport Book,” edited by 
Bob Greene and published by Petersen 
Publishing Co. of Los Angeles is one of 
the best of these. 

Greene is an editor on the staff of Hot 
Rod magazine. He has written about half 
the book himself and farmed out the rest 
to a number of very capable contributors. 

Among these are Philip Vincent, the 
noted British engineer and designer of 
the famed Vincent motorcycle, who 
writes on suspension systems, exotic 
works racing engines and competition 
developments; Alex Tremulis, the aero- 
dynamicist and gyroscope expert, who 
discusses the future of single-track ve- 
hicles; and motorcycle hop-up expert 
Bob Braverman, who takes readers 
through the super-tuning of a Yamaha 
100. 

Noted cycling journalists Bob Ebeling 
and Joe Scalzo are also included. Ebel- 
ing writes about his first love, dragging, 
and Scalzo contributes pieces on dirt 
tracking, indoor short track, and road 
racing. 

Greene himself writes about how to 
choose a bike, aspects of safety, buying 
a used bike, the art of the ‘‘Chopper,’’ 
and engine swaps and customizing. 

A long treatise on tuning, using infor- 
mation supplied by BSA wizard C.R. 
Axtell is included, and the 224-page 
bogk is filled out with a large catalog of 
every bike available in the U.S, This last 
is a trifle out of date, however, since 
the book has been out for some time. 

The. paper bound volume is large, 
about magazine size, contains hundreds 
of photos, and is available in most 
motorcycle shops, 

“The Motorcycle Book,” by Peter C, 
Reid and Don Lehrbaum, is published in 
hardbound and paperback by Doubleday 
and Company, 

It is largely intended for the novice 
rider or the person who has not yet

purchased a bike, Reid and Lehrbaum 
have tried to put down on paper the many 
things a new motorcyclist will learn 
(often the hard way) in his first year or 
so of riding. 

The book's tone is relaxed and chatty, 
and the authors have a good grasp of 
what they're trying to say. Chapters 
include ‘‘The Infinite Variety of Motor- 
cycles," ‘Choosing Your Motorcycle,” 
*How to Make It Go — And Stop,” and 
nine others. 

A troubleshooting guide, ‘First Aid 
for Breakdowns,’’ is included, and the 
authors even toss in a chapter on **One- 
upmanship for the Motorcyclist," for 
fans of British satirist Stephen Potter's 
School of lifemanship. 

“The Motorcycle Book” is completely 
indexed, so you can quickly find any- 
thing from Acceleration to Zippered 
jackets. 

A third book, recently published by 
Collier-MacMillan, is “Light Motor- 
cycle Riding,’’ by Ross R, Olney. 

With its mildly psychedelic cover and 
its utter dismissal of larger motor- 
cycles — ‘‘bikes such as this are fading 
from the scene" it says — this is the 
least successful of the trio, 


In the world of “Light Motorcycle 
Riding," motorcycles start at 50cc, 
range upward to 305cc and then stop. In 
view of this it is ironic that a great 
number of the handout photos used in the 
book are from Johnson Motors, the U.S, 
Triumph distributor, which has only one 
machine in its range under 500cc. 

The book is 112 pages long, has large 
readable type, lots of pictures and can 
be found at many magazine stores, A 
comprehensive survey of cycling, how- 
ever, it is not, 


In 2. totally different vein is "Hells 
Angels," by Hunter S, Thompson, which 
has just hit the stands in paperback and 
is clinging to the number ten spot on the 
best seller list. 

Thompson spent about a year hanging 
around the Angels’ scene and more 
months doing exhaustive research into 
the many horror stories about the out- 
law cyclists, 

One finishes the book feeling a little 
sorry for the Angels, who often turn out 
to be victims of their own legend, 

Thompson is especially goodin his de- 
bunking of officialdom’s many panicked 
screams about the Angels’ rampages, 
often when there isn’t a single Angel 
within a hundred miles. 

He examines the famous Monterey 
‘trape’’ case, the Laconia riot, and the 
Bass Lake Run, showing hour by hour 
how the press and the police comple- 
ment each other to create total (and 
unnecessary) hysteria, 

Thompson is a good writer, but more 
important a good reporter. Especially 
for a cyclist, his book is well worth 
reading. 


TRAFFIC SAFETY 
EXPERTS URGE 
UNIFORM LICENSING 
FOR CYLISTS, 
CAR DRIVERS 


A group of the nation’s top traffic 
safety experts, after meeting in Washing- 
ton, D,C,, December 12, have recom- 
mended that cyclists be given considera- 
tions similar to that of an automobile 
operator in areas of driver licensing 
and safety equipment required. 

The Advisory Committee to the Motor- 
cycle, Scooter and Allied Trades Associ- 
ation is comprised of 12 men prominent 
nationally for their contributions to 
traffic safety, according to Chairman 
Louis P, Spitz, Executive Director of 
the American Association of Motor Vehi- 
cle Administrators. 

The group unanimously recommended 
that the age at which both a cyclist and 
an auto operator be able to obtain a 
learner's permit be the same. Recent 
deliberations by some national traffic 
organizations and several states have 
recommended that the cyclist not be 
allowed to obtain a learner's permit 
until age 16, In most states where a 
youngster can obtain a driver’s license 
at 16, he now can obtain an automobile 
learner's permit at age 15-1/2.

There the 
Indian lay, belly-up, for over a decade while Indian lovers all over the 
U.S. scrounged for spare parts and dreamed of the day when the tribe

More Clothing Laws If Helmets Pass 


Speaking at California Governor” Rea- 
gan's Traffic Safety Conference at the

Evidently Jack's singing didn't drive 
for by the 10:00 a.m, 


100 riders signed up to prove their skill. 


Among these hundred there were plenty 
of Amateurs, or beginners, 70 to be ex- 
act, including six women, 


Layout man Jack Milne came up with 


a course about two miles long which 


included twelve traps, or observed sec- 


tions, The first six traps were laid out 





with the skills of an Amateur in mind 
and were to be ridden only by the Ama- 
teurs while the last six were reserved 
for the Experts and the very exclusive 
Master class. These were a little more 
hairy; in fact, a couple were very hairy 
indeed. 

Each rider was to go around the 
course three times, for a totalof eighteen 
traps. It didn't take that long to see who 
was going to be the hero in the Amateur 
class. Warner Mobley started outclean- 
ing traps on his Bultaco as if he were 
riding around the parking lot at Market- 
basket, By the end of the day everyone 
was wondering what he was doing in the 
Amateur class, He came up with a 
phenomenal score of ONE point lost (he 
put his foot down one time) in the entire 
18 traps. 


Full of Surprises 

Master rider Bob Nickelsen looked 
as if he were going to do the same thing 
in his class when he cleaned the first 
three Expert traps on his Greeves with- 
out a single point lost. Then he hit trap 
number 10 (the fourth one in the Expert 
section). This trap featured a sandy up- 
hill section which looked fairly solid; at 
least Jack Milne thought so when he 
threw down the lime to mark the section 
early that morning. However, when 
several motors had finished trying to 
chew their way up the hill, it became 
so loose that traction became almost 
impossible to find. But loose traction was 
only part of the surprise that this trap 
held. If you did manage to get to the top 
of the little hill, you found that there 
was just barely enough flat on top to 
keep your machine from high centering 
before you dropped almost straight down 
for thirty feet into a sand wash. Andthat 
lovable Jack Milne had you going out of 
the wash in a straight up, eight-foot leap 
up the wall of the wash. 

Bob Nichelsen took first place in the 
Master class, but only after he had lost 
a total of 17 points, 11 of which he left 
lying on and around that nasty little hill 
in trap number 10. The remaining six 
points were all lost on the next neat little 
trap, number 11. 

This one found you dropping sideways 
down the vertical wall of a little four- 
foot deep, sand bottomed gully, and then 
trying to follow the gully as it made 
several jogs and then a complete U-turn, 
Not too hard except that the silly thing 
was only about three fee wide and in try- 
ing to keep both feet on the pegs and the 
machine going in the right direction in 
the sand, you found your handlebars 
banging into the sides of the gully. 
Second to "Singing Jack" 

“Singing Jack”? Ward lost only one 
more point than Bob Nickelsen, but he 
had to settle for second place Master. 
Jack was riding a Triumph Cub, one of 
many of the discontinued 200cc single 
models that were being ridden in this 
event. 





sand steep uphill portions, laid out by 
Master trials rider Jack Milne, where many a 
rider lost points, 


Bob Grove, S.C.T.A, President, doing 
a great job in keeping things running 
smoothly, also did a fair job of riding, 
grabbing 3rd place Master with a loss of 
19 points. Bob was very cordial in his 
invitation to anyone who is interested in 
trials riding to come on out and join the 
fun. 

In the Expert class it was David Smith 
on his Bultaco in front with a loss of 19 
points. John Walters on a Honda lost 21 
points and sewed up second place Expert. 
John is the kind of man who has made 
the S,C.T.A, the successful trials club 
that it is, He lives in San Diego but he 
hasn't missed a single one of the 21 
events that his club has held this year. 

Lee Rombeau walked his Hodaka 
through the traps with a loss of 23 points 
to take third place Expert. 

The best looking winner of the day, in 
my opinion, was Carol Stone. Now maybe 
that’s because she won the Women’s 
class, but she looked very business-like 
on her Greeves, especially when she 
cleaned trap number 6, a rocky hillside 
section without losing a point,

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TOYS FOR TOTS POKER RUN

Other clubs could take lessons from 
the Oxnard Motorcycle Club when it 
comes to public relations and improving 
the image of motorcycling. On Sunday, 
December 10, the Club held its annual 
toy drive and poker run. The entry fee 
was 50¢ and one new or repairable toy. 
All toys and proceeds were donated to 
the Marine Corps’ ‘‘Toys for Tots’’ 
Drive, 

Oxnard is a small town on the Califor- 
nia coast between Los Angeles and 
Santa Barbara, and the area doesn’t 
usually draw a large crowd for motor- 
cycle events. But this year the Club did 
some advertising by passing out invita- 
tion sheets at the Indio Tour, and listing 
their event in the Cycle News Calendar 
of Events. A crowd of 140 riders re- 
warded their efforts, not a bad turnout 
for a Sunday poker run, with riders 
coming from as far as Riverside. The 
Oxnard Club is one of the most active 
road clubs going. Even though they have 
to ride in from way out there, you'll 
always find a large group of them at any 
Southern California road rider event, 
and it was gratifying to see some of 
their own enthusiasm returned. 

The Club also wrote Cycle News, ask- 
ing for a reporter to cover the run. Club 
President Ron Schall. welcomed your 
correspondent at the start of the event, 
and offered all kinds of useful informa-

tion. Throughout the day Ron and other 
Oxnard Club members kept popping up, 
always ready to answer questions, Min- 
utes after the trophy presentation, Ron 
furnished the list of winners, a welcome 
change from many events where the 
reporter has to scurry around begging 
for information and results, 

The day of the run was one of those 
rare, beautiful days just after a rain 
when the smog and haze are gone and 
the distant mountains stand out in sharp 
relief. Riding down from the top of the 
Conejo Pass on the Ventura Freeway, 
the clear, crisp air gave new dimensions 
to an old familiar scene, with the coastal 
plain below stretching out to the sea, 
and the Channel Islands clearly visible. 

The sign-in was just off the Freeway 
in the parking lot of the Wallace Ma- 
chinery Co., the friendly local Caterpil- 
lar Tractor dealer, The Company made 
their facilities available to the Run as a 
public service, and other localbusiness- 
es also donated, making it possible for 
the Club to turn over the entire pro- 
ceeds to the Toys for Tots Drive. 

After warming up a bit with coffee 
and donuts, the riders signed in and had 
a chance at a trophy right off by guess- 
ing the number of bottle caps in a large 
jar. 

The route of the 40- mile run described 
a large circle. It led north to the foot- 
hills, then east to a wide spot in the 
road called Somis, then south, circling 
Camarillo and passing the Air Base, 
finally ending in Oxnard. The ride was a 
pleasant one, with the riders leisurely 
cruising through the green countryside, 
passing by orchards and farms. Farm 
kids were seen along the way, astonished

by the number of cycles flowing by, and 
thrilled when their waves were returned 
by the riders. Nofreeways were traveled, 
allowing the smaller bikes to enter, and 
car entries were accepted, insuring a 
larger crowd. (The car drivers andtrail 
bike riders are the 74 buyers of the 
future, so it's not a bad idea to encour- 
age them.) 

The two check points were marked by 
large limed circles, where riders dis- 
mounted and searched the area for a 
bag of odd-shaped rivets, Although the 
bag at the first check point was in plain 
sight near the base of a stop sign, a 
large group of riders gathered and 
spent 20 minutes searching for it, look- 
ing up in trees and down in drain pipes 
before they spotted it, The run was so 
well marked that even the writer, who 
can get lost going from the kitchen to 
the bathroom in his own house, had no 
trouble following the route. 

The finish line was in the parking lot 
of the Oxnard Eagles' Hall, where riders 
turned in their ticket stubs and rivets, 
and were dealt a poker hand for a chance 
at winning a trophy. There was no ma- 
chine judging, eliminating a lot of hand- 
to hand combat. There always seem to be 
entries in this type of event who will try 
to get a tropy by hassling if not by ac- 
tually winning it, 

Field events started at 11:30 a.m, 
with a slalom race around traffic cones,

a short drag race and a slow race with 
the riders balancing a bean bag on their 
heads, and a plank ride. It wasn't an 
ordinary plank ride contest. The Oxnard 
Club must have searched the county to 
find that plank, It.-was 15 feet long and 
had a 2-foot curve in it. It was also 
howed, so the ends stuck up off the 
ground 6 inches. Then they added another 
20-foot plank on the end. Everyone had 
trouble keeping their wheels on the 
boards — everyone except a smarty 
named Sandy Whetnall on a Harley 74. 
That gal really knows how to herd a hog. 
Not content to show the guys up once, 
she did it twice. She should stay home 
once in a while to give the men a better 
chance at the trophies. 

The Oxnard Club really thought up an 
original event for passengers. Therider 
rode up to a barrel, the passenger jump- 
ed off, wiggled out of a pair of hip- 
length rubber boots, and leaped on the 
bike for a fast trip back to the finish 
line, Fastest time won. 

After the trophies had been won, the 
riders assembled in the Eagles' Hallfor 
the trophy presentation, and by 4:30 p.m. 
they were on their way home. 

The Oxnard Club was able to present 
a big truckload of toys and a check for 
$72.50 to the Marine Corps “Toys for 
Tots" Drive, Since everything was do- 
nated, the Club was out only a lot of 
time and effort, but they gave generous- 
ly of both.

: points for assisting another club with 


their run was accepted by the body to be 
effective January 1st, 1968, 

The representative of the Centaurs 
M,C, raised objections to the Cycle 
News report (Dec. 7) that the club rode 
roughshod over the El Tigre’s M.C, dur- 
ing the calendar selection at the Novem- 
ber Meeting. The Centaurs maintained 
that théy were merely informing the 
various clubs that the Yuma Prison Run 
would be scheduled for March 16 and 17 
whether or not it was onthe calendar and 
that it was better to have it known in 
November than in March. The Centaur’s 
representative opined that their club was 
maligned by Cycle News’ reporter and 
the following letter to the Executive 
Board authored by RRC Treasurer Lee 
Harrison of the Committee for Better 
Motorcycling: 

“Dear Sirs: 

I would at this time like to express 
my concern regarding Calendar Night. I 
was very shocked to see the very last 
charter member of our organization vio- 
late the very thing that we are supposed 
to stand for. The clubs that picked their 
dates first, earned that right. They 
should not have had to suffer the em- 
barrassment that was shown them. It 
Showed very little taste on the part of 
the representative from the Centaurs to 
display such little regard for our con- 
stitution and by-laws. 

“I feel this is sufficient reason for 
the protest. I would like an Executive 
Board Hearing on this matter, as to the 
attitude of this club. (Signed) Lee Harri- 
son, Treasurer.’ 

The E-Board discussed the letter and 
concluded that as the Centaurs had not 
claimed a date on the calendar untilafter 
everyone else, no rules were broken, 
The E-Board offered no comment on the 
propriety of the Centaur’s action. 

Relative to the charges brought by the 
Too Tired M,C., Chairman Bob Adsit 
read the following decision: 

“Members: 

At the November Executive Board 
meeting the charged clubs were present 
to answer. (Art. X, By-laws; Art, 1, 
Sec. G, Para. 1; Violation of the Printed 
Rules). During the rather lengthy and, at 
times, very vocal hearing I was informed 
that if I persisted in enforcing said by- 
law that it would be tantamount to break- 
ing up RRC in that two of the clubs 
would protest to AMA (which is their 
privilege) and one of them would with- 
draw from RRC, They also stated that 
they could get along without us; however, 
we couldn’t afford to lose clubs that had 
worked for RRC for as many years as 
they have. I'll admit that if the clubs 
that made this statement were to with- 
draw from RRC they wouldbe missed not 
only for the work that they have done in 
the past but also for the work that they 
could do in the future. However, I do not 
believe that the world would come to an 
end if they did. 

If these particular clubs are working 
so hard for the betterment of the RRC 
then they should see that the Constitution 
and by-laws were enforced and those 
parts that are disagreeable changed, 

I feel that if we have to bow to the de-

they can do as they please and only obey 
those parts of our Constitution and by- 
laws that they see fit, no matter who 
they are, how long they have been in this 
organization, or how hard they have 
worked, then we may as well disband at 
this time or become a police state type 
organization. 

I realize that 1 will be condemned by 
some for my finding on this, however 1 
was elected to this office to perform its 
duties to the best of my ability, which 1 
have tried to do. However if 1 submit to 
coercion or as may be said‘‘blackmail’’ 
in the form of protesting to AMA or with- 
drawing from this organization, then I 
feel that I have not fulfilled the duties of 
my office nor had the courage to back 
my convictions. 

I find that the five clubs; the Norwalk 
Centaurs, Lucky Wheels, Silver Eagles, 
Toppers, and the Motor Maids are guilty 
as charged by the evidence presented 
and by their own admissions. By state- 
ments of these clubs, with the exception 
of the Motor Maids, they are going to 
continue to commit this same offense as 
they see fit regardless of our Constitu- 
tion and by-laws.Is this the action of a 
club interested inthe betterment of RRC? 
Each of these clubs shall be penalized 
six calendar points, Respectfully, 
(Signed) Robert Adsit, Chairman.” 

The Motor Maids corrected the state- 
ment applying to them, stating that they 
would continue to use the release in 
question, The printed rules deleted the 
clause **any property owner or owners’’ 
as too general, laying the signer wide 
open to the possibility of trouble or a 
needless law suit in case of accidentand 
directed the promoting club to specify 
those needing and requiring a release as 
a condition for the promoting club to 
use their property as a site for a rally. 

The body voted to accept the E- 
Board's recommendations on a long list 
of Constitution and by-law changes held 
over from the November meeting. The 
following sections should be lined out of 
the RRC Constitution and by-lawsas they 
have been deleted:

Z, THE FINISH LINEZ

Fresno closed out the ‘67 season officially last Sunday night and it was 
the end of the line for hundreds of riders in the state. The many novice riders 
now move to Amateur and the few amateurs who were able to score at least 
40 points now get thrown into the Expert class, better known as the Lion's 


Den. 

Fresno also has the distinction of 
opening the new season on Sunday night, 
January 7th. Then all of the lads who 
have been waiting to become profession- 
al riders don their new green and white 
number plates and take to the rough and 
tough indoor track, 

California closed out the season andit 
was perhaps the busiest of them all with 
every type of racing being run some- 
where at sometime during the year. 

Four Californians won National Cham- 
pionship events and no less than ten 
Experts finished within the top twenty in 
the final AMA National standings. 

These two figures again place Califor- 
nia head and shoulders ahead ofall other 
states for having the most outstanding 
riders. 

Next season? Well, it appears to be 
headed for even bigger and better things, 
not only right here in the old backyard 
but all over the nation. Many new Na- 
tionals have been added with only a few 
dropping by the wayside. 

At this time no top rider from the 
area has announced his retirement so 
they will all be back plus at least a half 
a dozen new aces from the amateur 


The Amateur class last year, headed 
by Jimmy Odom, broke from the starting 
line to record many wins, not only here 
at home but all over the nation. 

The Amateurs for next season can 
well be as good as the recently departed 
yellow plates. In many ways they can be 
even better as at least a dozen have 
much experience in all types of profes- 
sional racing as Novice riders and 


The amount of activity will start pay- 
ing off for Californians in the next season 
or two with the coming of indoor racing, 
three times as much road racing and the 
regular amount of half mile and TTrac- 
ing. This formula tends to develop future 
National champs and California had a 
record amount of events in *67. 

With more and more riders obtaining 
professional cards it has always been a 
source of wondering why more out of 
staters don't move to California to ply 
the trade, The going may be easier in 
the Midwest but the races are fewer and 
the purses smaller for the effort ex- 
tended. 

Sammy Tanner and Mert Lawwill are 
the only two that come to mind quickly 
that have ever made the move to reap 
the rewards of full time racing out this 
way in recent years. Both became highly 
regarded racers, Where are the rest?

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S.F. Helmet Law Postponed

A proposed mandatory helmet law for 
San Francisco was delayed for two 
months last week by a committee of the 
city's board of supervisors. 

The problem of enforcing the proposed 
law was cited as the reason, San Fran- 
cisco Motorcycle dealers and Ted Long 
of the International Sportcycle Founda- 
tion have been actively politicking a- 
gainst the proposal in the weeks since it 
was advanced. 

Long, along with Hap Jones of Hap 
Jones Distributing and Yamaha dealer 
Al Fergoda appeared at the public hear- 
ing. 

Representatives from several rider’s 
organizations were also on hand, includ- 
ing Theo Roumbanis, a member of the 
Gypsy Jokers, a chopper-oriented ‘‘out- 
law” group. 

‘Nothing could be more ridiculous,” 
said long-time rider, dealer and distri- 
butor Jones, “than forcing riders to 
buy helmets when they come over the 
Golden Gate Bridge.” 

Speaking for the bill was its author, 
Supervisor Peter Tamaras. He quoted 
statistics on motorcycle injury and death 
rates, and told the committee that hel- 
mets would cut down both figures great- 
ly. 

The cyclists replied that itisarider's 
right to make his own helmet decision. 

Roumbanis, speaking for the Jokers, 
said “I appreciate the concern of the 
city in saving us, but we'd like the right 
to determine if we want to be saved." 

After listening to the various points 
of view, Supervisors Terry Francois and 
Kevin O*Shea decided to continue the 
question until February.

From Nashville everyone loaded up 
and drove all night for another indoor 
short track in Cincinatti, Ohio. When 1 
say short track I mean SHORT track, 
They laid their motors on the cases and 
never lifted them up till they fell or got 
the checkered flag.

Neil Keen 
then won it hands down with Tommy 
Rowe in second, 

In the trophy dash Ronnie Rall dida 
beautiful job of winning. Dan Welty wasn’t 
too far behind and got a nice second. 
There were plenty of crashes the whole 
night. A lot of the good experts had 
trouble staying up on two wheels. 

Rall fell early in the main event but 
didn’t get up as fast as the first time. 
Dan Welty was really flying and went on 
for a win. With so many riders falling 
and passing it was one exciting show. 
Neil Keen was one of the few who didn’t 
fall the entire day. From there we head- 
ed back to the east coast and plan on 
returning to Tennessee and Ohio for some 
more short track racing next month.

We all could ask Santa 
Claus for some new tracks in the Dis- 
trict, and for an upswing in club member- 
ships and club thrown events. Or we 
could get busy and do it ourself.
